THE LEON HENDRICKSON COLLECTION 

Born in 1926 in Union City, Indiana, Leon Hendrickson says his numismatic interests “started out of a cigar box under a 
lunch counter” that led to the founding of SilverTowne L.P. He became a full-time coin dealer in 1967. He is a member 
of more than 30 numismatic organizations and a former president of the Professional Numismatists Guild (PNG) and 
the Central States Numismatic Society (CSNS). In 2012, he received the Coin Dealer Hall of Fame Award from PCGS 
CoinFacts. Leon has consigned one of the nicest collections of Indian Head gold we have handled in recent memory as 
part of The Leon Hendrickson Collection. The set includes exceptional proof and circulation-strike coins from the Indian 
gold series including quarter eagle, half eagle, and ten dollar denominations. Many finest-knowns and near finest- 
knowns are included, all certified by PCGS. The Leon Hendrickson Collection also presents an equally impressive collection of Buffalo nickels 
- again, in proof and circulation strike formats - with the dates and mints represented by coins of tremendous eye appeal and surface 
quality. In particular, the challenging issues from the 1920s are of high quality with sharp strikes. It is refreshing to see a collection of such 
quality from the early 20th century focused on gold coins and nickels entirely from the 1908 to 1937 era, a golden age of American coinage 
that emerged despite World War I and the Great Depression. 



COLONIAL HIGHLIGHTS 

Some remarkable Colonials highlight the Houston event including a 1652 Noe-2 Oak Tree shilling in MS64 NGC, a 1787 Liber Natus Copper 
with the rare Globe and Eagle reverse in XF40 NGC, a 1662 Small 2 Oak Tree twopence, and a 1652 Noe-6 Pine Tree shilling in MS63 NGC. 
A 1787 Massachusetts cent, Ryder 4-C, in MS65+ NGC is the finest known of its variety. 


19TH CENTURY GOLD 

The 1850-D gold dollar is an underrated branch mint issue in MS62 NGC. Likewise, a scarce 1856-S gold dollar in MS62 PCGS is an 
underappreciated value - the final Type Two, Indian Princess Small Head issue. An 1898 quarter eagle in PR67 Ultra Cameo NGC offers 
outstanding visual appeal. No less than three 1870-S Liberty Head double eagles will cross the block in Mint State condition (two are MS61 
PCGS and another is MS62 PCGS, almost unknown any finer), followed by a rare 1871 -S twenty in MS64 NGC. 


NOTABLE SILVER 

An 1843 Seated quarter in PR64 NGC is one of just seven examples traced, and the second-finest certified. A fantastic 1853 Arrows dime, 
PR66+ joins an equally important 1864 Seated dollar in MS65+ PCGS. Both coins are easily among the top Condition Census examples of 
their dates and denominations.

3001 1662 Oak Tree Twopence, Small 2, MS63 NGC. CAC. Noe-30, 
W-240, Salmon 1-A, R.4. Ex: Donald Groves Partrick Collection. 
12.2 grains. The surfaces on this outstanding example show golden- 
brown fields and lavender high points. All peripheral letters are 
fully intact, although the obverse is misaligned a few degrees 
toward 7 o’clock. The long tail on the 2 in the date, and the 
absence of a parallel break above, respectively differentiate Noe-30 
from Noe-29 and Noe-31. This piece is superior to any others that 
are known to us. The Ford coin was called Choice AU, and three 
others are also graded AU.

This CAC-endorsed Choice Mint State 
piece is plated on Carl Wurtzbach’s 1937 photograph record and 
in the Noe reference. It is also plated in the Whitman Colonial 
Encyclopedia and in the Salmon book. The distinctive rocker- 
press wave is clearly visible on this oval shilling that features 
a sharp tree and full legends. Rich grayish-gold toning appears 
on the fully lustrous surfaces, graced with splashes of navy-blue 
patina. The impression is nicely centered with most of the outer 
border beads visible on each side. 

This piece is the finest known and the only Mint State 
example that we have seen or heard of. Second place in 
the Condition Census appears to be the XF in the Stearns 
Collection, along with an XF in the Alan Weinberg Collection. 

A small number of VF coins follow these top three examples. 
There are nine or 10 representatives known, according to 
Michael Hodder in the Ford catalog. 

Carl Wurtzbach’s collection ticket had on it inscribed the 
following narrative concerning this piece: 

“Uncirculated Small Cleft. Excessively rare always unique 
in this condition. Another grand prize. Crosby’s 1883 good.

Ex: Hain, Donald G. Partrick 
Collection. 73.9 grains. A rich silver-gray example with exemplary 
surfaces and pleasing eye appeal, this piece is nicely centered, 
and the legends are complete aside from the tops of SA near 9 
o’clock. The rocker-press coining technology produced the wavy 
surfaces seen here. The strike is sharp except on the obverse 
exergue, which has a distorted appearance due to die slippage 
during production. In the Hain Family catalog it was described as 
Noe-6.1, which implies a striking prior to Noe-6. However, the 
die breaks through the M in DOM, and over the 6 in the date, 
are more advanced than sometimes seen on Noe-6. The AU58 
Newman coin is the next finest we have handled, and we believe 
this piece from the Hain Family Collection is the finest known.

The Greco plate coin is believed 
to be the finest known of the Ryder 4-C variety and one of only 
two examples known in Mint State (the other being the Eric P. 
Newman MS64 coin). The dies are in a late state with die polishing 
seen in some of the recesses, but the devices are nonetheless razor- 
sharp in the centers. Original luster illuminates blended shades of 
olive, burgundy, and rich mahogany over glossy surfaces. This is one 
of just two uses for this reverse, though the undated obverse die was 
employed for three other marriages including the 17-1 die pairing 
of the 1788 issue. Ryder 4-C is seldom seen in any grade and is 
notably challenging finer than the XF level. This high-end Gem is 
a truly exceptional condition rarity.

There were only seven examples of this variety known prior to 
the present century. Two more were located at the time of the 
May 2004 Ford sale, and the present copper from the Eric P. 
Newman Collection brings the total population to 10 examples. 
This impressive piece exhibits pleasing chestnut-brown surfaces 
despite trivial roughness on each side. The peripheries display 
lovely steel-gray toning that frames the design motifs. This example 
is the fourth finest in our census:

It is rare to see a Bar copper in this condition — indeed, the present 
coin is the only Good 4 example certified by either service. The 
well-worn state is a testament to the acceptance of the Bar cents 
as a circulating medium. The intertwined letters USA are weak 
(perhaps more from uneven strike than wear) while the reverse 
parallel bars are complete and of considerably finer condition. 
Pleasing deep-brown surfaces show slight iridescence. The undated 
design is modeled after certain Revolutionary War buttons, perhaps 
made by Thomas Wyon in Birmingham, England.

The B-3 is an available variety in most grades, 
but it is conditionally rare at the MS64 level. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice example, with smooth 
chocolate-brown surfaces and iridescent mint luster. The design 
elements are well-detailed, with a touch of softness on the upper 
wreath that is often seen on examples of this die state. A slight 
bulge developed in the area of the date on the obverse, which is 
probably related to the weaker strike on the wreath. An extensive 
die crack is visible on the reverse, from the rim through the second 
T in States, F in HALF, and the wreath, but the clash marks seen in 
earlier states on the obverse are very faint, probably due to lapping.

Uncirculated grades the type is rare. This lustrous example displays 
tan-gold surfaces with fleeting orange highlights. The strike is 
pinpoint-sharp on the headdress feathers including the tips. A 
scattering of tiny flecks are microscopic and not distracting in 
the least from the sharp appeal of this impressive Premium Gem.

This Red Premium Gem is among 
the finest seen by either leading certification service. Fine metal- 
flow lines in the obverse fields denote a late die state, but the 
sharpness of Fiberty’s portrait and the headdress feathers is largely 
unaffected. The wreath is sharp on the oak leaves but slightly soft 
on the bow. There are no bothersome abrasions. A few trivial flecks 
do not detract from the radiant surfaces, which show bronze-gold 
in the margins and coppery-red in the centers.

This Premium Gem Red PCGS 
coin is nonetheless one of only nine so certified, and none are finer 
(10/15). The surfaces are orange-red on the obverse and orange'tan 
on the reverse, with no concessions at all to carbon or “turning.” 
Both sides are in remarkably late states, however, producing quite 
perceptible die cracks — on the obverse, running heavily through 
the date, and on the reverse, meandering up through the left-side 
wreath and from the rim to the upper-left shield border. Much of 
the dentilation around both sides is softly detailed from die erosion. 
A top-grade coin, but one with equal parts appeal and intellectual 
interest.

While the number and timing of proof 
strikes has long been debated, it is generally agreed just five Arrows 
and two No Arrows proof dimes were manufactured. The current 
roster has not changed significantly in rank or known examples 
over the past fifteen or so years (see below). 

All genuine proofs show a diagnostic die lump above Liberty’s 
right breast, and a smaller, less noticeable one near the right elbow. 
Proofs always display die clashing and spikelike artifacts beneath 
Liberty’s chin — apparently, an unfinished area of the die. 

Earlier literature has suggested that the 1853 proofs are 
unintentional or “accidental” pieces struck from dies that were 
resurfaced and polished to remove clash marks. We disagree, as 
die resurfacing would almost certainly remove the shallow relief 
elements that are bold on known proofs. Gerry Fortin makes a valid 
observation that the Fortin-120 obverse is of special interest. The 
date position is the same as the proofs, and the die lump above 
Liberty’s breast and the one on the elbow are present, as is the 
unfinished die area beneath Liberty’s chin. The date position is 
the same as the proofs — in fact, all diagnostics appear the same, 
except for the presence of die clashing. Might the proofs have been 
struck late in the year from the Fortin-120 die pair after it clashed, 
and that these dies were later prepared for proofs with a careful but 
non-effacing polishing? If so, Fortin-101 may be a late die state of 
the Fortin-120 dies. 

Each side of this Premium Gem proof dime exhibits boldly 
struck design elements and deeply mirrored fields, along with a 
melange of medium-intensity champagne toning splashed with 
whispers of aqua-blue, brown, and violet. The obverse shows slightly 
lighter hues than the reverse. This well-cared-for specimen displays 
pleasing overall eye appeal, appropriately recognized by CAC.

The 1835 is the final half dollar 
issue that was produced in its entirety on a screw press. Steam 
power was introduced at the Mint in late March 1836, and the first 
half dollars struck using steam power were coined in November 
1836. Half dollar production in 1835 amounted to more than 5.3 
million coins, which accounts for this issue’s moderate availability 
today, encouraging much popularity among type collectors. 

Several parallel, diagonal die lines appear within the recesses 
of the shield. These die lines are diagnostic of the 0-103 variety, 
which employs a leftover 1834 reverse die. The coin has a 
distinctive, satiny look that characterizes many of the half dollars 
coined in the 1834 to 1836 period.

One has to wonder how much circulation this bright-silver, early 
dollar actually experienced. With slight rub on the high points, it is 
clearly a circulated coin but it still offers excellent detail and appeal. 
Hair details display good delineation of the curls with light wear on 
the high points above Liberty’s forehead and on the point of the 
bust truncation. The fields are amazingly free of abrasions. The 
reverse surfaces are equally clean, and the eagle’s breast is nearly 
rounded, lacking feather detail only where high-point friction is 
evident.

3233 1864 MS65+ PCGS. CAC. Two prevailing factors influenced 
the demand for and circulation of silver dollars in 1864. The 
Civil War arguably had the most direct effect on the widespread 
hoarding of gold and silver coins up and down the East Coast. 
There, Gresham’s law held true, with federal coinage replaced by 
a plethora of circulating mediums including fractional currency, 
private tokens, and postage stamps. On the other hand, the amount 
of domestically mined silver ore grew rapidly during the war years, 
increasing the ratio of silver to gold and reducing the gold value of 
silver. This resulted in an overall upward trend in the number of 
silver dollars coined at Philadelphia between 1862 and 1865. 

Four deliveries of silver dollars occurred in 1864, amounting to 
30,700 coins. The deliveries were dated January 13 (5,700), April 
30 (2,000), May 17 (8,500), and July 29 (14,500). While these 
deliveries imply demand, the coins failed to circulate domestically. 
Instead, they were exported overseas. The Annual Mint Director’s 
Report asked in that year: “In a time of peace, shall we have a share 
of the gold and silver of our own mines, for our currency and use, 
or must it be carried off to the plethoric vaults of European banks 
capitalists? This latter is precisely the direction all the silver has 
taken thus far ... .” 

Perhaps 300 to 600 1864 Seated dollars survive, though PCGS 
and NGC report nearly 261 submissions in all grades. A little 
over 10% of those grading events, or 31 submissions, are in Mint 
State. At PCGS, eight are in MS65 and one is in MS66. The eight 
MS65 examples include two certified as MS65 + . When the Plus- 
designation is considered, this example is tied for the second finest 
at that service. The top coins at NGC include eight in MS65, none 
with additional designations (10/15). 

This sharply detailed and brilliant Gem exhibits vibrant luster 
and delicate splashes of champagne toning over each side. The 
highly appealing surfaces display reflective fields and frosted 
devices. A few scattered field marks may aid the identification of 
this piece in past and future auction appearances. The connoisseur 
will recognize the importance of this offering and bid accordingly.

Vibrant, 
frosty luster cartwheels undisturbed around each side, illuminating 
transitional multicolor hues that encompass the entire coin. Slivers 
of silver emerge upon closer examination, and the only noticeable 
strike softness is seen on the eagle’s breast, as usual.

The 7 Tailfeather 
Morgan dollar is one of the key issues in the proof series, with a 
limited mintage of only 200 pieces struck as estimated by Van 
Allen and Mallis. The Guide Book reports a mintage of 250 pieces, 
but that count includes an estimated 50 proofs of the so-called 
Reverse of 1879 with a rounded eagle’s breast and and a slanted top 
arrow feather. Collectors seeking any 7 Tailfeathers dollar in high 
proof grade will find it considerably more difficult than locating an 
1895 proof silver dollar. 

This Premium Gem example is delightfully toned, with the 
obverse and reverse a study in contrasts. The obverse displays 
streaks and mottling of purplish-rose and cobalt-blue toning while 
the reverse is a more evenly patinated gray-rose. The surfaces 
are problem-free throughout, impressively struck and impeccably 
preserved. Certainly a Condition Census example, with PCGS 
reporting just two finer proofs, while NGC lists a single finer 
specimen.

Forest-green, 
crimson, and russet hues accent the obverse periphery around a 
lavender-gray interior, while the reverse shows uniform sun-gold 
toning. Field-device contrast is pleasing and the design elements 
are well-struck.

An impressive array of colors 
delivers the appearance of what is sometimes referred to as “target 
toning.” The center of the “target” though is a wide circle of 
brilliance that is surrounded by magnificent bands of russet, blue, 
and near-brilliant in the margins. The only negative comment we 
have about this spectacular coin is the softness of strike seen over 
Liberty’s ear and over the eagle’s breast feathers.

The surfaces are seemingly flawless and 
moderate contrast occurs between the fields and devices on each 
side. Central striking softness is present, as seen on most 1893 
dollars.

Mint State 
examples are nonetheless available through MS64, but there is 
a significant drop at the Gem level; in MS66, the 1927 Peace 
dollar is a great rarity. This Satiny Premium Gem is among the 
finest certified by either service. An exact strike sharply defines 
the central devices, and the surfaces are devoid of bothersome 
abrasions. An array of pastel hues encompasses each side, allowing 
vibrant cartwheel luster to roll uninterrupted over the surfaces.

This Choice 
About Uncirculated piece displays gleaming greenish-gold color 
with substantial mint luster remaking. The centers show typical 
strike weakness, although the peripheries are reasonably sharp and 
the date is bold. A few light lines and small abrasions are non¬ 
distracting at the assigned grade.

The surviving 
population numbers between 125 and 175 examples in all grades 
and Mint State specimens are rare.

The 
more common of the two known die marriages, Winter suggests 
that coins of the 3-E variety may have been those examples 
produced in June. This issue is similar in overall rarity to the 
lower mintage 1858-D, and both are tied for tenth rarest honors 
among D-mint gold dollars. This ranking means that the ‘51-D 
is actually among the more frequently offered dollars from this 
branch mint. The surfaces of this piece are both well-produced and, 
for the grade, well-preserved. There are no outwardly distracting 
planchet defects, and the strike is bold, if not sharp, in all areas. 
Rich green-gold undertones peer through equally original orange- 
gold shadings, and there is a blush of pale powder-blue color on the 
obverse portrait.

However, the passage of the Coinage Act of 1853 
reduced and stimulated the weight and circulation of subsidiary 
silver, minimizing the demand for gold dollars. Thus, thousands of 
the 4 million gold dollars minted in 1853 sat idle in Treasury vaults. 
Examples are available through Gem condition, and the issue only 
poses a challenge in MS66 and higher. This fully struck, lemon-gold 
Premium Gem has frosty luster over unabraded surfaces. Struck 
from slightly rotated dies.

The 1856-S gold dollar was the 
final Type Two issue, with a small mintage of just 24,600 pieces. 
The 1856-S is something of an anomaly, as the other mints had 
all switched over to the Type Three dies after 1855. Few examples 
were saved by contemporary collectors and the 1856-S is a scarce 
issue in all grades today. 

The present coin is an attractive MS62 specimen, with well- 
detailed design elements and some interesting clash marks on the 
reverse. The mintmark is dramatically repunched. The obverse 
shows an extensive network of spidery die cracks from the edges 
through the central devices. The lustrous orange-gold surfaces are 
lightly marked for the grade.

3311 1914 MS65 PCGS. CAC. Collectors less familiar with the series 
might group the 1914 Indian Head quarter eagle with the 1913 and 
1912 issues, but such a move would be in the wrong direction. The 
1914 has more in common with the 1914'D and the 191 HD. 

While the 1912 saw a production of more than 600,000 coins 
and the 1913’s was 722,000 pieces, the 1914 mintage of 240,000 
examples was the second-lowest of the series. In Gem condition the 
1914 is downright rare. Considering the numbers certified at NGC 
and PCGS in Gem and finer grades, the 1914 appears second only 
to the 1914'D, with the key 1911-D in third place in total Gems 
graded. 

While this coin’s MS65 grade is a combination of factors, they 
all work out, in essence, to eye appeal. No marks are visible without 
a loupe, and under magnification the few marks present are away 
from the focal areas, as expected. The color is wonderful antique- 
gold, with mattelike surfaces and good luster. The strike is sharp, 
well-defined on the headdress feathers and the eagle’s plumage. 
PCGS has certified only three numerically finer examples, with 
three more at NGC (10/15).

1914-D Two and a Half, Frosty MS65 
Among the Finest at PCGS 



3312 1914-D MS65 PCGS. David Akers called the 1914-D “the 
premier rarity in the Indian Quarter Eagle series in grades at or 
above MS-65.” In support of this assessment, the finest of seven 
coins in the Smithsonian Institution falls short of the Gem level at 
MS64, per Garrett and Guth. For perspective, the 1914'D is nearly 
as scarce in MS65 as most other dates in the series are in MS66. 
Pursuers of this popular collection usually acquire this date in 
MS63 or MS64, not so much because of the high cost of purchasing 
a Gem, but because of the difficulty associated with winning such 
a coin at auction. Here is a seldom seen opportunity to reach for 
one of the finest-known examples of this condition rarity. The 
piece shows bold design elements and frosty wheat-gold luster. A 
careful search for imperfections turns up only a few faint, scattered 
ticks and a small alloy spot in star 6.

Underrated Issue in Gem Condition 



3313 1914-D MS65 PCGS. The 1914'D quarter eagle in Gem 
condition is an extremely rare and still quite underrated issue 
in the series. The date is one that Michael Fuljenz ranks in the 
first-place spot in Gem condition, even besting the 1911-D, 
and the third rarest series issue overall. The present Gem PCGS 
specimen has much to commend itself. Splendid, swirling mint 
luster radiates from surfaces that are fully frosted throughout. The 
fields are remarkably clean for the reduced relief type. The strike 
is sharp overall, with the sole exception of the lowest headdress 
feather. The coloration is a nice, original medium copper-gold, and 
contact marks above the minuscule range are simply a nonissue.

This Premium Gem is 
among fewer than three dozen Premium Gems that are the finest- 
certified 1925-D quarter eagles that PCGS (10/15). An excellent 
Set Registry coin, this piece offers brilliant and frosty yellow-gold 
luster with subtle rose toning in the recesses, especially on the 
reverse.

1926 Indian Quarter Eagle, MS66 
Strong Registry Set Candidate 


3315 1926 MS66 PCGS. It is uncommon to locate this or any other 
date in the Indian quarter eagle series in such a superior state of 
preservation. The incuse design lends itself to abrasions in the 
fields, which are exposed rather than recessed as on other coins. 
As a result, even comparatively available issues such as the 1926 
are elusive in grades above Gem. The delightful Premium Gem 
in the present lot is just such a coin. It has strong mint frost and 
attractive golden-rose and mint-green coloration interspersed with 
traces of lilac on both sides. The design features are sharply defined, 
including the Indian’s hair and headdress feathers and the eagle’s 
shoulder and leg plumage. Neither NGC nor PCGS has certified a 
numerically finer representative (10/15).

1915 Quarter Eagle, Magnificent PR67 
Tied for Finest of This Final Matte Proof Issue 



3316 1915 PR67 PCGS. “This is the final year of Proofs issued for 
this series. Collector demand had fallen in most years, and 
Proof gold coinage was halted in 1916 for regular-issue gold 
denominations.” So Garrett and Guth begin their entry for 
the proof 1915 quarter eagle in their Encyclopedia of US. Gold 
Coins. More at length on this theme, they write: 

“Long considered to be the key date to the Proof series, 
the 1915 issue has earned its reputation as a rarity with 
few offerings and constant demand. ... [T]he 1915 quarter 
eagle Proof has always commanded attention, with a tiny 
mintage of just 100 pieces. Also, being the final year of 
issue, precious few of these coins remain in gem grades to 
satisfy collector demand.” 

Perhaps only 60 to 75 pieces are extant in all grades. This Superb 
Gem, one of just four coins so-certified by PCGS with none finer 
(10/15), is among the most remarkable representatives known. 
Both sides are exquisitely preserved and display rich orange-gold 
color. The texture is granular, in accordance with the notes by 
Garrett and Guth, who state: “The 1915 Indian Head quarter eagles 
were struck in the identical finish as the 1914 issue, employing the 
darker and coarser finish to the coins.” With its sharp strike and 
great all-around eye appeal, this absolutely incredible coin deserves 
a place in the finest of classic gold cabinets.

1863 Three Dollar, MS62 
Only 5,000 Coins Struck 



3317 1863 MS62 NGC. Three dollar gold pieces from the 1860s are 
significantly scarcer than the later, lower-mintage pieces from the 
series. Examples from the Civil War years are especially scarce, 
because few coins were saved — either numismatically or otherwise. 
Pieces that were hoarded eventually made their way into post-war 
circulation. This exceptionally lustrous, frosty example is one of the 
relatively few 1863 three dollar pieces that survive in Mint State. 
Sharply struck from clashed dies, light abrasions are noted, yet the 
plentiful eye appeal exceeds its technical grade.

3318 1865 XF45 PCGS. A brief mintage of just 1,140 pieces plus 25 
proofs was little more than an afterthought at the Mint during 1865. 
The dies were barely used when coinage of three dollar gold pieces 
ceased for the year. Gleaming areas of prooflike surface remain near 
protective raised devices of this lightly circulated example, while 
the high points of the design and minor abrasions are softened by 
wear. With very few Mint State examples that exist — and many 
so-called AU coins that show signs of handling or overly bright 
surfaces — this original XF coin with wonderful orange-gold color 
and Choice surfaces offers an excellent opportunity for the three 
dollar gold specialist.

1873 Closed 3 Gold Three Dollar, AU55 
Scarce in All Grades, Exceptional Color 



3319 1873 Closed 3 AU55 PCGS. According to official records, only 
25 three dollar gold pieces were struck in 1873, all proofs. Yet, 
a small population of circulation-strike Closed 3 coins is known 
today, mostly in AU grades. The number of pieces originally struck 
has been estimated at anywhere from 100 to 1,000 coins, and it 
has been reasoned that the coinage might have occurred early 
in the year, as suggested by the Closed 3 logotype in the date. 
PCGS and NGC combined report 120 grading events for this issue, 
which allows for the extant population of gradable pieces to be, 
theoretically, as low as 80 to 100 coins, depending on how many 
resubmissions are reflected in the official data. 

This old-time example showcases a rich medley of apricot, 
violet, and orange-gold colors over each side with smooth surfaces 
and well-detailed motifs. Hints of prooflike mirroring remain in 
the protected regions of the fields.

3320 1874 MS65 PCGS. CAC. The 1874 gold three dollar piece is 
a widely recognized type coin, but often overlooked is this issue’s 
conditional rarity at the Gem level. In stark contrast to lower grades, 
PCGS and NGC record just 34 MS65 or finer representatives 
combined, including possible resubmissions. Compared to the 
several hundred Gem or better 1878 coins certified, high-end 1874 
three dollar gold pieces begin to appear underappreciated. 

This shimmering, frosty example displays warm straw-gold luster 
and largely unabraded surfaces. The wreath bowknot is soft, as 
usual, but the remaining design elements are well-defined. CAC- 
endorsed in an old green label holder.

Only 1,000 Pieces Struck 



3321 1886 MS61 NGC. The 1886 three dollar gold piece claims a 
mintage of just 1,000 pieces, making it an elusive issue in all Mint 
State grades. The present coin is an attractive MS61 specimen, 
with pleasing yellow-gold surfaces that show a scattering of minor 
contact marks on both sides and considerable prooflike reflectivity 
in sheltered areas.

This modest cameo is tied 
with one other for the finest of 11 Prooflike pieces certified by NGC 
(10/15). The wreath bow is weakly defined, but the remainder of 
the coin is sharp. Rich straw-gold color blankets each side. A low 
6,000-coin mintage in 1887 prompted hoarding by dealers and 
well-informed collectors, making this issue collectible in Mint 
State today.

This high-end Choice example 
offers well-detailed design elements and well-preserved orange-gold 
surfaces with vibrant mint luster on both sides. Visual appeal is 
quite strong.

The straw-gold surfaces 
are mildly luminous but are free from any noteworthy abrasions. 
The strike is crisp except on at the center of the shield. A late die 
state with clash marks from the shield near the ear, and a crack 
from the shield border to the arrowheads, both unmentioned in the 
Bass-Dannreuther standard reference. The 1800 is a better date with 
three very scarce varieties (B-2, B-4, and B-5) and two very rare 
marriages (B-l and B-3).

Bass-Dannreuther Die State e/b. BD-3 combines the “Imperfect 
T” 1803/2 obverse with the famous reverse that shows the T in 
UNITED repunched. This tail die was later used for five additional 
marriages. The present coin is evenly struck but displays remnants 
of adjustment marks along the left obverse border. Little true wear 
is present, although hairlines throughout the bright, yellow-gold 
surfaces preclude a numeric grade.

3327 1823 BD-1, High R.4, AU58 NGC. Bass-Dannreuther Die State 
a/a. The Capped Bust to Left half eagle series was produced from 
1813 through 1834, and suffered disproportionately high rates of 
melting due to the fact that the coins contained more bullion value 
than face value. As a consequence, survivors of this type are scarce 
for all dates and varieties. The 1823 is one of the more “fortunate” 
issues in that regard, however, as a relatively large number of 80 to 
100 pieces are believed to be extant. This near-Mint representative 
is boldly struck, especially in the centers, with only the obverse stars 
and the eagle’s talons showing a bit of incompleteness. Slight wear 
is noted on Liberty’s lower hair curls, and a few wispy pinscratches 
occur in the obverse and reverse fields.

Dannreuther Die State b/b. BD-2 is one of the two collectible 1834 
half eagle varieties, although both are in and of themselves rare. 
The other, BD-1, represents the Plain 4 logotype, making BD-2 
the only Crosslet 4 variety that is usually obtainable. The other 
two varieties for this issue are prohibitively rare (BD-3) and unique 
(BD-4). Perhaps 45 to 55 examples of BD-2 are extant, with many 
having been cleaned or otherwise damaged. 

This Choice XF BD-2 example is evenly struck and well- 
centered, showing the reverse rotated slightly clockwise. Wear is 
light, and medium green-gold patina is seen on each side in place 
of original mint luster. A few minor contact marks do not detract, 
and the eye appeal is quite pleasing for the issue.

R.4. The weight specifications were changed on all U.S. gold 
coins in 1834 because the intrinsic value of the old-tenor gold 
pieces was greater than their face value, leading to widespread 
hoarding and melting. The Classic Head design was introduced to 
make the new coins easily recognizable and a substantial mintage 
of 657,460 half eagles of the new design were struck. Nine die 
varieties are known for the date and type, eight with a Plain 4 
and one with a Crosslet 4 in the date, like the present coin. The 
Crosslet 4 variety is much scarcer than the Plain 4 type. 

This attractive near-Mint specimen shows just a trace of wear 
on the high points of the well-detailed design elements and the 
lightly abraded antique-gold surfaces display a mix of satiny mint 
luster and semiprooflike reflectivity in sheltered areas.

Variety 11-G. This is a delightful 
Dahlonega five, characterized by razor-sharp detail on each star, 
the hair curls around Liberty’s face, and the eagle’s neck and talons. 
Hints of honey-gold toning accent the peripheral recesses, while 
the remainder of the surfaces yield warm yellow-gold color. Light 
chatter defines the grade. The Georgia mint struck 88,982 pieces, 
but Doug Winter estimates only 10 to 12 true Mint State examples 
survive.

This AU representative displays rich 
bronze-gold patina with hints of coppery-red in the crevices. The 
design elements are sharply detailed with little wear.

This 
example shows semiprooflike surfaces, now lightly abraded, and 
pleasing medium-gold color with a greenish tinge. Sharp details 
on the motifs remain despite the designated 20 points of wear. A 
sharp coin for the assigned grade, housed in a green label holder.

The 
design elements are boldly executed, and the satiny fields display 
soft wheat-gold luster. Faint lines in the luster limit the grade in the 
absence of any singularly obvious abrasions.

This near-Mint example is the single 
finest at PCGS, and a trio of MS61 coins is the only higher-grade 
representation at NGC (10/15). The design is boldly displayed, and 
the satiny fields retain hints of wheat-gold luster in the protected 
regions.

3335 1866 MS61 NGC. Half eagle coinage at Philadelphia in 1866 
amounted to only 6,700 pieces, all of the With Motto type. Fewer 
than 100 representatives are thought to survive in all grades, only 
a handful of which grade Mint State. This is one of those rare few. 
The NGC Census records five other Uncirculated coins, including 
one MS60, two MS61, and a piece each in MS62 and MS63; 
PCGS lists just two Mint State coins, grading MS61 and MS62, 
respectively (10/15). This example is sharp with partially reflective 
fields and rich honey-gold color. Scattered abrasions define the 
grade but none pose individual distraction.

Variety 1-C. The 187TCC half eagle 
is scarce. Most of the 21,198-coin mintage was lost to circulation. 
The typically seen survivor grades in the VF to XF range — 
including the Smithsonian coin, which is also polished, per Garrett 
and Guth — and a moderate number of pieces are known as low as 
VG. Remarkably few 187TCC half eagles survive in AU grades, 
and Mint State pieces are prohibitively rare. A pair of MS62 PCGS 
coins are the finest known. 

This attractive representative is among the finest most 
collectors will be able to acquire. Barely a brush of wear is observed 
over the high points of the devices, and the fields remain softly 
lustrous with original orange-gold patina. The surfaces are devoid of 
the typically seen contact marks, and the corresponding eye appeal 
is exceptional.

The surfaces display distinctive 
reddish-gold color and, of course there are a number of small to 
medium-sized abrasions scattered throughout which account for the 
grade.

Sharp, Frosty Type Coin 


3341 1908 Indian MS65 PCGS. Representing the debut issue of Bela 
Lyon Pratt’s distinctive sunken relief design, the 1908 Indian half 
eagle is often chosen for type collections. The impressive mintage of 
more than 5 70,000 pieces, a number of which were saved as novelties, 
results in ample specimens available through the near-Gem level. 
Gems are much scarcer, however, but nice examples can be located 
with patience and searching. Coins grading finer are elusive; PCGS 
and NGC combined have seen 42 such pieces (10/15). 

The present Gem offering displays softly frosted surfaces with a 
light layer of reddish patina over the otherwise yellow-gold color. 
The lowest feather of the headdress is almost fully struck, and there 
is only the slightest trace of coin-to-coin contact. All in all, a very 
pleasing example.

The cataloger of the Bass 
Collection sale described this remarkable Gem as “A blazer, with all 
the attributes of a finer grade. ... While a handful of gem specimens 
of this date exist, the example offered here must certainly be among 
the finest known at the assigned grade.” The Bass sale offered 
this piece as a PCGS-certified MS65 and it realized $16,100, a 
substantial sum for the period. We anticipate proportionately 
impressive bidder attention for this offering, now featuring the Bass 
1908-S five in a PCGS Secure holder. 

Pedigree identifiers include a tiny planchet indent above the 
left stand of the second U in PLURIBUS on the reverse; and 
on the obverse, tiny areas of deeper color than the prevailing 
orange-gold appear at the top of star 5 closest to the rim, and at 
the top right flags of T and Y in LIBERTY. The strike is boldly 
executed, and the luster is beautifully radiant — characteristics of 
the 1908-S that make it one of the most consistently eye-appealing 
issues in the series. Although examples of this low-mintage date 
(82,000 pieces struck) appear from time to time in Gem grade, the 
opportunity to obtain the Bass example is fleeting.

Even as a common date, Gems are rare and Premium 
Gems, such as the piece offered here, are very rare. In Indian Gold 
Coins of the 20th Century, Michael Fuljenz writes: “This will prove 
to be an easy date for most collectors to locate with the exception 
of perfectionists who seek a coin better than MS65. In this case, the 
1909 will be a very elusive member of the Indian Half Eagle set.” 

The bold strike, exceptional surfaces, and soft, frosty mint 
luster on this piece create an incredible aesthetic presentation. A 
minuscule diagonal mark on the cheek is a convenient identifier to 
track the provenance of this important half eagle. Both sides have 
a lovely blend of light yellow, pale blue, and vibrant rose-gold hues.

The 1909-D half eagle is the sole final-date gold piece from 
the New Orleans Mint and, with a mintage of only 34,200 coins, 
is also a major key date in the Indian Head series.

The close of the New Orleans 
Mint in April 1909 likely boosted this issue’s popularity among 
collectors, as it was immediately apparent that it would be the only 
example of Pratt’s Indian Head design struck with the long-familiar 
O mintmark. Moreover, the mintage amounted to a paltry 34,200 
coins, most of which was dispersed into circulation before collector 
recognition sparked. This dramatically reduced the number of high- 
grade survivors and such pieces are scarcely offered today. 

This Choice AU example shows brief circulation and retains 
hints of luster in the recesses amid medium bronze-gold patina.

It is one of the ironies of 
coin collecting that the 1909-0 half eagle, one of the keys to the 
Indian Head series, was struck in the same year that collecting U.S. 
coins by mintmark got a serious boost in the form of the 1909-S 
VDB cent. Although Augustus Heaton had published his seminal 
work on mint marks in 1893, it would take the speculative fever 
and hefty profits that some collectors made on 1909-S VDB cents 
for the new style of collecting to really gain a firm foothold in the 
numismatic community. Two other difficulties stood in the way of 
collectors putting back examples of the 1909-0 half eagle. Its face 
value was too high for most collectors to afford to stash away coins 
at the time, even if they were aware of the low mintage of 34,200 
pieces.

3348 1909-0 MS62 PCGS Secure. CAC. The 1909-0 half eagle is 
distinctive in several ways: it is the final gold issue produced at the 
New Orleans Mint, it is the sole O-mint Indian Head type coin, 
and it has the lowest circulation-strike mintage (34,200 pieces) 
of any date in the Indian half eagle series with a proportionately 
low survival rate in high grade. About Uncirculated examples 
are scarce, and Mint State representative through MS62 are 
extremely challenging. Pieces grading finer than this are genuine 
rarities, and Gem-quality coins are virtually uncollectible. 

In addition to its rarity in Mint State, the 1909-0 five dollar is 
inherently difficult to locate with what most numismatists would 
consider pleasing eye appeal. Doug Winter (2006) attributes this 
to the fact that “most have been cleaned and otherwise poorly 
handled.” Mike Fuljenz (2010) seconds this assessment: “The 
luster on this issue is below average with a frosty, somewhat dull 
texture most often seen. ... Almost every known example has 
been cleaned or dipped at one time and no longer display natural 
coloration.” Consequently, any original high-grade example is 
always in demand. 

This is a remarkably well-preserved coin. The surfaces display 
softly luminous mint frost, a feature that is notably lacking on 
most 1909-0 fives. The strike is also notably strong, especially 
for the issue, with complete detail on the bottom feather in 
the headdress and a strong, fully rounded mintmark. The luster 
is blatantly original, showing coppery-orange overtones atop 
yellow-gold surfaces — as Fuljenz writes: “On the small number of 
naturally toned pieces, the hues range from green-gold to orange- 
gold.” Because of the luster and uniformly strong strike seen on 
this coin, the CAC endorsement is obviously well-deserved. The 
only limitations on the grade are a few medium-sized abrasions in 
the reverse fields.

Gems, and a solitary piece finer, in MS65 (10/15).

PCGS and NGC combined have 
certified only 34 MS63 examples and 18 near-Gems. A 
solitary MS65 has been graded by NGC. This situation has 
led David Akers to write in his May 19, 1998 catalog of The 
Dr. Thaine B. Price Collection that ‘the 1915-S Half Eagle 
is one of the premier rarities among all Twentieth Century 
United States gold coins.’ 

“The question arises as to why the 1915-S is such a rarity, 
as the mintage of 164,000 pieces was not really all that 
small. Evidently, like most San Francisco issues, they were 
largely put into circulation at or around the time of issue. 
Relatively few were apparently saved as mementos or passed 
along as family heirlooms.” 

An important analysis in that later O’Neal catalog bears close 
scrutiny, revealing as it does that the 1915-S half eagle is perhaps 
the single most undervalued of all Indian Head gold coins, in terms of 
surviving PCGS population versus PCGS price. Both sides of this 
MS64 PCGS example are awash with potent luster and thick mint 
frost, displaying a rich blend of apricot-gold and mint-green. The 
sharp strike has brought up the design features throughout both 
sides, including the Indian’s hair, the feathers in the headdress, 
the eagle’s plumage, and the all-important mintmark. The only 
mentionable contact mark is a small diagonal tick running inward 
from star 4. Population: 10 in 64 (1 in 64+), 0 finer (10/15).

3367 1916-S MS63 PCGS. A remarkably attractive, original example 
of this final San Francisco half eagle. Light, scattered abrasions 
are virtually forgotten in the shadow of deep violet, mint, olive, 
and apricot-gold hues, which are illuminated by frosty mint luster. 
The 1916-S is the final Indian half eagle issue that experienced 
any significant circulation, as the 1929 remained largely in storage 
vaults until the gold confiscation of the mid'1930s. The 1916-S 
is infrequently seen finer than MS63, and Gems are rare. This 
exceptionally attractive representative should not be passed by.

3368 1916-S MS65 PCGS. CAC. The 1916-S is the final Indian Head 
half eagle produced at the San Francisco Mint. And as the only 
date of this denomination to be minted in 1916, it is an essential 
issue for collectors who are trying to complete year sets. No more 
Indian Head fives were struck until 1929, the last year of issue. 

Gem examples of the 1916-S, such as the one being offered 
in this lot, are rare, and finer specimens are infrequently seen. 
Excellent luster issues from peach-gold surfaces displaying whispers 
of apricot and light green, and an exacting strike delivers strong 
detail to the design features, including the feathers of the headdress 
and all of the eagle’s plumage. The mintmark is bold but lacks 
definition, as is usually the case. Both sides are devoid of significant 
marks, further enhancing the coin’s eye appeal.

Fuljenz: ‘Popular and Rare’ 



3369 1929 MS64 PCGS. In Indian Gold Coins of the 20th Century, 
Mike Fuljenz devotes slightly more time to discussing the 1929 
half eagle’s rarity than for that of most other issues in the series. 

He writes: 

“The 1929 Half Eagle is an issue that did not see much—if 
any—circulation and it is almost never seen below the 
AU58 to MS60 range. It is scarce in the lower Uncirculated 
grades and very scarce in MS63. MS64 examples are popular 
and rare, despite the current PCGS/NGC population 
figures which appear to be highly inflated. MS-65’s are very 
rare.” 

The 1929 owes its scarcity to the government gold confiscation of 
the mid'1930s, which destroyed almost the entire 662,000-coin 
mintage. Although not as rare as some of the double eagle issues 
of this period, the 1929 has, in the absolute sense, the lowest 
surviving population of any date in the half eagle series, and it is 
arguably the most sought-after Indian five in high grade save for 
perhaps the 1909-0. 

This piece displays satin honey-gold luster that emits a soft glow 
over each side. The central design elements are boldly defined 
and, as is characteristic of genuine examples of this issue, there is 
a faintly incuse line in the planchet around the reverse periphery 
near the rim. A few light, scattered abrasions preclude a full Gem 
grade but are not out of line for the MS64 level. The last MS64 
PCGS example we offered was in lot 4308 of the FUN Signature 
sale (Heritage, 1/2015), which realized $51,700. The present 
coin is visually comparable to that example and is worthy of a 
proportionately strong bid. PCGS lists nine Gems finer, possibly 
including a couple of resubmissions or crossovers (10/15).

Only 78 Examples Struck 
One Finer Coin at PCGS 



3370 1909 PR66+ PCGS. CAC. After the first year of the matte finish 
proved so unpopular with collectors, the Mint switched to what we 
know today as the “Roman Finish” style of proofing for gold coins. 
This method did not involve treating the planchets, as with the 
previous matte finish. Rather, proofs were struck on unprepared 
planchets. The striking pressure imparted a natural brightness to 
the limited production runs of proof gold. In the case of the 1909 
only 78 proofs were struck, and of that number it is estimated that 
perhaps 30 or so pieces are extant today in all grades. 

The surfaces are bright and show a surprising green-gold tint, 
rather than expected yellow-gold. Just around the margins on each 
side there is a light, but still noticeable accent of reddish patina. All 
design elements show razor-sharp definition, as expected of a proof. 
The surfaces are unmarked as far as we can see, with one exception: 
A shallow, irregularly shaped planchet flake is seen in the reverse 
field just above the eagle’s tail feathers. This identifier greatly 
simplifies tracing the pedigree of this important coin. A few finer 
pieces are known, but not many. Numismatists have slowly begun 
to realize the absolute rarity of this two-year proofing process and 
the knowledgeable collector will bid accordingly.

3371 1911 PR67 PCGS Secure. CAC. Only 139 proof Indian half 
eagles were struck in 1911, and many of these probably went 
unsold and were melted after the end of the year. The Mint 
experimented with many proof finishes in the early years of the 
20th century. The artistic, European flavor of proof coins of 
this era is much appreciated by collectors today, but it did not 
find favor with contemporary numismatists. In 1911, the Mint 
abandoned the Roman Proof finish used in the previous two 
years, and returned to the darker Matte Proof format. The coins 
exhibit a finely grained surface texture and exquisite sharpness 
of detail. Unfortunately, collectors continued to reject these 
innovations, as they preferred the old brilliant finish. The Mint 
finally abandoned gold proofs altogether after 1915. 

Although the various proof finishes of this period were not 
widely popular the coins did appear on the secondary market 
at an early date. An early auction appearance of the 1911 proof 
half eagle was in lot 154 of the B.W. Smith Collection (B. Max 
Mehl, 5/1915): 

“1911 New type with large Indian head; Rev. standing 
eagle. The entire design incused (stamped in). Sand blast 
proof.” 

The 1911 has grown steadily more popular over the years, and 
recent auction sales include the similarly graded PR67 PCGS 
example in lot 3531 of the Boston Signature (Heritage, 8/2010) 
that realized $80,500. 

The present coin is a magnificent Superb Gem, with the 
typically well-struck design elements of this issue. The orange- 
gold matte surfaces are slightly granular and show no surface flaws 
whatsoever. The connoisseur of matte coinage will find this coin’s 
appearance irresistible.

Only Three Finer Coins at PCGS 




3372 1914 PR66 PCGS. CAC. The Philadelphia Mint adjusted the 
finish used on proof gold coins several times after 1907, because of 
collector dissatisfaction with the appearance of the coins. American 
collectors continued to prefer the brilliant finish used on proofs of 
earlier years to the dull matte,or sandblast finish used on the newer 
issues. This was a significant problem, because the new designs for 
U.S. gold coinage, with basined fields on the eagle and double eagle 
and sunken devices on the smaller denominations, were not suitable 
for polished surfaces. The Mint tried to adjust the finish one last 
time in 1914, using a sandblast finish with coarser surface granules 
than in 1912 and 1913. An optimistic mintage of 125 proofs was 
accomplished, but sales apparently fell far short of that total, and 
many of the coins were melted after the end of the year. Today, the 
1914 proof Indian half eagle is the second rarest date of the series. 

The elusive nature of the 1914 proof was recognized at an early 
date, as B. Max Mehl called the issue “scarce” in his catalog of the 
Dr. G.F.E. Wilharm Collection in 1921, only seven years after the 
coins were issued. Mike Fuljenz estimates a surviving population 
of only about 30 coins in all grades today. PCGS and NGC have 
combined to certify a total of 57 examples, including an unknown 
number of resubmissions and crossovers (10/15). The record price 
realized at auction belongs to the PR68 NGC piece in the Tacasyl 
Collection (Bonhams, 9/2013), which brought $93,600. 

The present coin is a delightful Premium Gem, with razor-sharp 
definition on all design elements and impeccably preserved orange- 
gold surfaces. The distinctive matte luster is unbroken by “shiny” 
areas, or alloy spots, and eye appeal is extraordinary. Population: 4

1908-D Motto Ten Dollar, MS65 
Rich and Lustrous, Orange-Gold Patina 



3396 1908-D Motto MS65 PCGS. Despite a mintage exceeding 
800,000 pieces, the 1908-D Motto ten is a rare coin in high 
Uncirculated grades. The issue is noted for admirable production 
quality and eye appeal, yet few Gems survive because bagmarks that 
accompany most Mint State examples. Fewer than 40 Gem or finer 
coins exist based on current population data. 

Thankfully, bagmarks are nonexistent on this lustrous Gem 
— as are any other post-Mint marks of note. The strike is 
exceptionally sharp, and the finely granular surfaces radiate vibrant 
orange-gold color with lilac and magenta highlights. We seldom 
have the opportunity to offer an MS65 example of the issue — 
especially of obviously high technical and visual quality, traits that 
are suggestive of an even higher grade. Population: 13 in 65, 9 finer

1909 Ten Dollar, MS64 
Conditionally Scarce Philadelphia Date 



3397 1909 MS64 PCGS. The 1909 Indian eagle claims a relatively 
small mintage of 184,789 coins, and the date is one of the more 
challenging Philadelphia issues to acquire in high grade. This 
impressive Choice example displays sharp definition on all design 
elements, and the well-preserved yellow-gold surfaces are radiantly 
lustrous. Examples are very scarce in MS64 and rare any finer. 
PCGS shows 29 higher-graded submissions (10/15). NGC ID#

1911-D Indian Eagle, MS61 
Condition Rarity in Finer Grades 




3398 1911-D MS61 NGC. The 1911-D Indian eagle claims a small 
mintage of just 30,100 pieces, making the issue elusive in all grades. 
Even in lower Uncirculated grades, the 1911-D is difficult to 
locate, and it is the leading condition rarity of the series in high 
grade. This pleasing Mint State example exhibits sharply detailed 
obverse design elements, but a touch of softness shows on the 
eagle’s shoulder and leg feathers. The bright orange-gold surfaces 
show a scattering of minor contact marks and vibrant mint luster 
radiates from both sides.

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1911-S Indian Eagle, MS62 
Just 51,000 Pieces Struck 


3399 1911-S MS62 PCGS. A desirable branch-mint issue that remains 
reasonably scarce despite a modest number of European repatriates 
over the past few decades. This sharply struck example displays 
attractive and lustrous wheat-gold color. A few tiny nicks on the 
upper right obverse rim require magnification, but overall the finely 
grained surfaces show few of the normal, scattered abrasions. A 
frosty and pleasing San Francisco ten for the assigned grade.

1912-S Ten Dollar Indian, MS64 
Challenging Issue in High Grade 



3400 1912-S MS64 PCGS. From a mintage of 300,000 pieces, the 
1912-S Indian eagle is an underrated issue, seldom encountered 
in high grade, with a sharp strike. In fact, the 1912-S is one of the 
most poorly struck issues of the entire series. This attractive Choice 
example displays a better-than-average strike, but Fiberty’s hair and 
the eagle’s shoulder show a touch of the usual softness. The light 
orange-gold surfaces display unusually vibrant mint luster and only 
a few minor signs of contact are evident. Overall visual appeal is 
outstanding. Population: 75 in 64 (22 in 64+), 13 finer (10/15).

1926 Indian Ten, Frosty MS66 
Among the Finest Certified 



3401 1926 MS66 PCGS. About on par with the 1932, the 1926 Indian 
eagle is a favorite for type representation. However, in Premium 
Gem condition, the similarity ends — at this level, the 1926 
is a scarce-to-rare issue while the 1932 is still affordable. The 
present example is boldly rendered with frosty wheat-gold luster 
and unabraded surfaces. A vibrant cartwheel effect contributes to 
the immense eye appeal that gives this piece significant collector 
importance.

Well-Detailed O-Mint Twenty 


3402 1851-0 XF45 PCGS. Variety 3. A bright yellow-gold example 
of this collectible New Orleans double eagle, showing strong detail 
for the grade, despite die lapping on the obverse that weakens the 
stars. The reverse shows a few scattered marks consistent with an 
XF-graded gold piece, the obverse is pleasantly smooth save for a 
couple of minor ticks on Fiberty’s neck. NGC ID# 268J, PCGS#

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1852-0 Twenty Dollar, AU55 
Type One New Orleans Issue 



3403 1852-0 AU55 NGC. Variety 1 . Often identified as the the 
second most available New Orleans double eagle from the 1850s, 
this issue is available but scarce at the AU level. Still, more than 
200 pieces are believed known of the 1852-0 in AU condition, 
making it moderately available for the collector of Type One 
twenties. Nice luster remains across lightly abraded medium-gold 
surfaces, and the fields display a confirmed semiprooflikeness. A 
strong strike for the issue displays the devices to full advantage, and 
the only significant mark is at the dentils beneath N of TWENTY, 
where a border disturbance may be of Mint origin. NGC ID# 268L,

1857-S Double Eagle, Lustrous AU53 
Ex: S.S. Central America 



3404 1857-S AU53 PCGS. CAC. Variety 20E. Ex: S.S. Central 
America, SSCA 4609. Broken A in STATES. A boldly struck, 
lustrous AU example with a seemingly Mint State reverse and 
just a brush of friction over the obverse high points. The surfaces 
are smooth and display warm straw-gold color. Accompanied by 
a leatherette “book” presentation box inscribed on the cover: 
“America’s Greatest Treasure Ship / The S.S. Central America / 
Ship of Gold / 1857.” Includes a certificate of authenticity and a 
booklet giving a brief history of the famous sidewheel steamer. 
The presentation box and exterior shell are in excellent condition.

3405 1858-0 AU58 NGC. Variety 3. A die lump appears within 
the E of AMERICA. Among New Orleans double eagles from 
the 1850s, the 1858-0 is comparable to the 1857-0 in terms 
of scarcity. The Southern facility manufactured 35,250 twenty 
dollar gold coins in 1858, of which Doug Winter estimates 225 
to 275 pieces survive. The vast majority of those show signs 
of extensive circulation. AU examples are very scarce, and 
comparable near-Mint coins are rare. Mint State representatives 
are extremely rare with only five or six known. 

Original 1858-0 double eagles exhibit medium green to orange- 
gold coloration, as seen on this surprisingly lustrous example. 
The date is known for its poor strike, but this No Motto twenty is 
well-struck on the hair curls and feathers. The date and mintmark 
are bold. Stars 4 through 13 exhibit full radials and centers. Light 
wispy marks adorn each side, though none of them are overly deep 
or detracting. Liberty’s cheek is notably free of abrasions. Likely 
among the finest coins from this elusive date in existence. Census:

1860 Twenty Dollar, MS61 
Elusive Mint State Example 



3406 1860 MS61 PCGS. CAC. In stark contrast to the 1861, which 
is an available type coin, the 1860 double eagle is scarce in Mint 
State. This piece displays well-defined motifs and frosty, yellow- 
gold luster. Scattered abrasions preclude a finer grade, but none are 
individually bothersome. Population: 26 in 61, 21 finer (10/15).

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1862-S Double Eagle, MS61 


Repunched Date, Condition Rarity 



3407 1862-S MS61 NGC. Breen-7214, Repunched Date. The 86 in 

the date shows clear repunching within the loops. Doug Winter 
believes less than 10% of surviving 1862-S double eagles feature 
repunching, while the Gold Encyclopedia adds that about half of 
the 127 coins found on the S.S. Republic were of this variety. The 
hoarding of gold and silver in the East at the outset of the Civil 
War resulted in the suspension of specie payments at the close of 
1861. Consequently, the Philadelphia Mint reduced double eagle 
production by 97% between 1861 and 1862. However, Western 
commerce remained relatively unchanged, and gold continued to 
circulate heavily. San Francisco Mint officials increased twenty 
dollar output to 854,171 coins in 1862. Examples survive mainly in 
VF and XF condition. All Mint State coins are rare. 

This Type One issue generally comes softly struck. The obverse 
of this MS61 coin features full radial lines on stars 6 through 13 and 
good detail on the hair curls. Pleasing green and rose-gold surfaces 
exhibit frosty luster over each side with an expected number of 
scattered bagmarks.

1867 Double Eagle, MS62 


Semiprooflike Type Two Example 



3408 1867 MS62 NGC. A majority of the 251,015 double eagles struck 
at the Philadelphia Mint in 1867 were exported overseas, where 
they either circulated or were melted and recoined. Consequently, 
Uncirculated representatives of this Type Two issue are all scarce, 
particularly at the MS62 grade level. The number of Mint State 
survivors probably reflects the repatriation of an international 
hoard of roughly 200 pieces during the 1960s, according to Garrett 
and Guth’s Gold Encyclopedia. 

Moderately semiprooflike, the rich-gold surfaces display bold 
definition on the stars, and the hair strands are well-defined. 
Frosty luster rolls over each side, with bagmarks scattered most 
prominently in the left obverse field. A coin that will prove 
exceedingly difficult to upgrade. Census: 39 in 62, 3 finer (9/15).

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1867-S Twenty Dollar, AU58 
Rare in Finer Condition 


3409 1867-S AU58 PCGS. While several earlier double eagle issues 
from the San Francisco Mint survived in quantity among sunken 
treasures, the 1867-S came too late to share in that benefit. This 
issue is rare in Mint State, and high-end About Uncirculated 
examples are in proportionately high demand. This piece shows 
lustrous honey-gold surfaces with trivial wear over the design 
elements and light, scattered abrasions. Population: 61 in 58, 18 
finer (10/15).

1868-S Twenty Dollar, AU58 
Substantial Luster Remains 


3410 1868-S AU58 NGC. The rarity of the 1868-S double eagle in 
Mint State makes this lustrous near-Mint example especially 
appealing to budget-conscious collectors. Unlapped dies produce 
bold motifs on each side, and yellow-gold luster is abundant in the 
fields. Trivial friction over the high points of the devices precludes 
a Mint State designation. NGC lists 39 Uncirculated coins finer, 
likely including some resubmissions (10/15).

1868-S Double Eagle, MS61 
Extremely Rare Any Finer 



3411 1868-S MS61 PCGS. With a mintage of 837,500 coins, the 
1868-S is readily available in circulated grades but in Mint 
State it is unexpectedly rare. PCGS and NGC show a mere 68 
Uncirculated grading events combined, doubtless including several 
resubmissions and crossovers. CoinFacts estimates that only 20 
distinct examples survive in Mint State. 

Light yellow-gold surfaces of this example display vibrant mint 
luster, illuminating well-struck relief elements on each side. Stars 
4 though 7 show incomplete centers. A faint alloy spot occurs 
between star 6 and the coronet. Field grazes are relatively minor 
for the grade, and a couple of small marks on the cheek likely 
preclude an even higher technical assessment. An eye-appealing 
condition rarity.

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1870-S Twenty Dollar, MS61 
Seldom Seen in High Grades 



3412 1870-S MS61 PCGS. Like its S-mint contemporaries, the 1870-S 
double eagle was both a workhorse of Western commercial trade 
and the subject of widespread exportation, accounting for its high 
attrition rate. CoinFacts estimates that about 0.5% of the nearly 
1 million twenty dollar gold coins struck in California in 1870 
survive in all grades. Merely 125 Mint State coins are believed 
extant, mostly in MS60 and MS61 condition. The quasidegendary 
Saddle Ridge Hoard contained 16 1870-S double eagles. Three 
coins graded MS62, and they are among the finest known. 

This brightly lustrous Uncirculated example has light straw-gold 
coloration with occasional accents of rose. The stars are sharply 
defined with full centers, while incompleteness over Liberty’s 
hair curls is a common trait among coins from this issue. The 
bagmarks are generally small and shallow in nature rather than 
deep and overly obtrusive, though the cheek shows a few pedigree- 
identifying abrasions.

1870-S Double Eagle, MS61 
Shimmering Mint Luster 
Scarce in Mint State 



3413 1870-S MS61 PCGS* San Francisco issues of 1870 are famous for 
the extreme rarity of the silver dollar, the half dime, and the three 
dollar gold piece — the latter two being unique. Other S-mint 
issues from this year range from scarce to plentiful. With a mintage 
approaching 1 million coins, the double eagle is one of the more 
often seen 1870-S issues, but the vigilant collector will realize that 
the vast majority of pieces on the market are circulated. Mint State 
examples are seldom seen and almost always exhibit unsightly 
abrasions. This piece is well-struck with shimmering rose-gold 
luster that delivers exceptional eye appeal. Scattered abrasions are 
present but none pose singular distraction. Population: 40 in 61, 9 
finer (9/15).

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1870-S Double Eagle, MS62 
Rare, Almost Unknown Finer 



3414 1870-S MS62 PCGS. Uncirculated 1870-S double eagles are 
scarce, drawing significant interest at auction. Still, almost all such 
pieces grade only MS61. In more than two decades of records, our 
Permanent Auction Archives list 46 appearances of a Mint State 
1870-S, and only six of those offerings were for coins grading finer 
than MS61. Moreover, the present piece only the fifth individual 
MS62 we have handled and it is the first such coin in a PCGS 
holder. The last MS62 representative we offered was in lot 4578 
of the Central States Signature sale (Heritage, 4/2013), where an 
NGC coin garnered $28,200. 

This PCGS representative may surpass that level, showing 
bright yellow-gold luster and well-defined relief elements. Scattered 
abrasions limit the grade but are not as severe as seen on most Mint 
State coins. Eye appeal is pleasing for the grade. The rarity of this 
issue in MS62 seems to be somewhat greater than even the small 
certified population suggests.

3415 1871-S MS64 NGC. FS-301. Micro S. San Francisco Mint 
records report the receipt of 10 obverse dies and eight reverse dies 
in December 1870, preparatory to the 1871 double eagle coinage. 
Several varieties should exist, although we are unaware of any 
detailed study that would likely key on the date position in relation 
to the border, bust, and designer’s initials on the obverse, and the 
mintmark size and location on the reverse. On this piece, the J in 
J.B.L. is slightly right of center over the 8. A slightly curved die 
line extends into the hair from the bottom right serif of the T in 
LIBERTY. The micro S mintmark is close to the eagle’s tailfeathers, 
and is centered above the right upright of the N in TWENTY. 
The reverse has a prominent, nearly straight die line through 10 
dentils over TAT in STATES. The Cherrypickers ’ Guide lists this as 
a misplaced date with the top of a digit in the denticles below the 
date. This magical misplaced date certainly deserves further study. 

The San Francisco Mint was the premier agency producing 
double eagles throughout the Type Two design from 1866 to 1876. 
In 1871, the California facility struck 928,000 double eagles, and 
more than 2,000 of those coins have been graded by NGC and 
PCGS. Of that population, less than one-tenth have earned a Mint 
State designation, and almost all such coins are heavily abraded; 
pieces grading finer than MS62 are extremely rare, and just two 
representatives (one NGC and one PCGS) are designated MS64 
(10/15). The late David Akers once wrote that he had never seen a 
true Gem (MS65 or better), and his observation holds true today. 

This Choice Mint State piece has light hairlines with a small 
scrape near star 11 on the obverse and trivial field marks on the 
reverse. The surfaces are brilliant and highly lustrous with lovely 
lemon toning near the borders. The nearly full strike is clearly 
above-average for this issue.

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1872-CC Double Eagle, AU Details 
Low-Mintage Carson City Issue 



3416 1872-CC — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. AU. Variety 
1-B. Ex: Granite Lady Hoard. The very scarce Wide CC variety, 
although any 1872-CC is desirable. A scant 26,900 pieces were 
struck, and none were set aside by numismatists until decades later. 
The issue is less rare than its ‘70-CC and ‘71-CC predecessors, but 
it poses a greater challenge than the comparatively plentiful 1874' 
CC through 1877-CC issues. This caramel-gold representative is 
inoffensively abraded and displays many pockets of bright luster.

Elusive in Mint Condition 


3417 1872-S MS61 PCGS. Micro S. Of the three 1872 double eagle 
issues, S-mint coins slightly edge out the Philadelphia products in 
terms of mint condition availability. That is somewhat misleading, 
however, as 1872-S double eagles are still very scarce in MS60 and 
MS61, and they are downright rare in higher grades. Khaki and 
orange-gold hues color this Uncirculated Type Two twenty dollar 
gold piece. Bagmarks are peppered over each side, but the only 
abrasion worth mentioning occurs below the bust tip left of the 
1. Well-struck and highly lustrous. Population: 41 in 61, 11 finer

1872-S Liberty Twenty, MS63 
Sole Finest at PCGS 



3418 1872-S MS63 PCGS. Short S. The 1872-S double eagle is a fairly 
plentiful issue in the VF to AU grade range, benefiting from a 
generous mintage of 780,000 coins, but its availability dramatically 
drops across the Mint State threshold. Most of the Uncirculated 
coins known are heavily abraded, grading only in the MS60 to 
MS61 range, with many tracing their origin to overseas hoards 
where they waited out the gold confiscation of the mid-1930s. At 
the MS62 grade level, the 1872-S becomes a notable condition 
rarity, and finer pieces are extremely rare. This Select example is the 
sole finest certified at PCGS (10/15). By contrast, the Smithsonian 
coin grades just XF45, per Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth. 

This piece showcases distinct eye appeal with frosty straw-gold 
luster and sharply defined relief elements. Inspection with a lens 
reveals minor, scattered ticks, but none are out of line for the grade, 
and the overall preservation is far and away superior to almost all 
other examples of this issue.

Rare Variety 2-B 


3419 1873-CC XF40 NGC. Variety 2-B. Ex: Granite Lady Hoard. This 
previously unrecorded die marriage pairs the misplaced-digit obverse 
of 1873 with the rare narrow mintmark reverse of 1874. This lightly 
circulated ‘73-CC double eagle displays medium yellow-gold patina 
with hints of luster in the protected areas. The surfaces are relatively 
smooth save for a few stray abrasions on Liberty’s cheek and a pair of 
unobtrusive ticks — one on the obverse near star 5 and the other on 
the eagle’s left (facing) wing.

1874-S Liberty Twenty, MS62 
Small Squat S Variant 


3420 1874-S MS62 PCGS. Small Squat S. At least three different 
mintmark styles were used on 1874-S twenties. The Block S 
and Broad S are approximately equal in scarcity, but the present 
mintmark size is rare for the issue, and likely from a single holdover 
reverse die. This apricot-gold double eagle has good luster and the 
expected number of obverse abrasions. None are noticeable aside 
from a narrow scratch between the first two stars. Population: 62 in 
62, 4 finer (10/15).

1875-S Double Eagle, Frosty Near-Gem 
Condition Rarity, Few Are Finer 



3421 1875-S MS64 PCGS. Readily available in lower Mint State grades, 
the 1875-S was struck in large quantities and used extensively for 
export. Many overseas coins have since returned, but typically they 
grade between AU50 and MS62. Select Uncirculated examples are 
very scarce, and coins any finer are truly rare. 

This frosty, near-Gem twenty is smooth and attractive with 
sharply struck motifs and no marks of concern. The reverse is 
essentially without abrasions, while the deeply frosted obverse 
shows but a handful of minor luster grazes and a few tiny scrapes, 
some that may be of Mint origin — one small, possible strike¬ 
through near the ear, and a few sequential smaller ones hidden in 
the hair needing magnification to view. The rich, medium-gold 
color shows greenish highlights amid bright, cartwheel luster. PCGS 
and NGC have each graded only a single coin in finer numeric 
grade.

An underrated Philadelphia date — we show 
remarkably few MS63 examples in our auction archives and only 
four MS64 pieces, with none finer. The current coin approaches 
Choice quality, with tempting honey-gold patina and lustrous, 
smooth appeal throughout. Housed in an old green label holder.

Light 
abrasions are scattered across the portrait, yet the surfaces are 
otherwise smooth and attractive on this frosty, sun-gold example.

Variety 3-A. This 1878-CC double eagle 
pairs the usual Wide CC reverse with a previously undocumented 
obverse, showing a date placement that differs minutely from 
both of the other obverse dies of this year. Honey-gold surfaces 
reveal hints of prooflike mirroring in the fields, and the devices 
exhibit light, even wear. A problem-free example of this Type 
Three Carson City double eagle.

3427 1878-CC XF45 NGC. Variety 1-A. Ex: Granite Lady Hoard. 
With a low mintage of 13,180 pieces, the 1878-CC double eagle 
is elusive in AU or better grades, making this Choice XF example 
appealing to the budget-conscious collector. Hints of luster 
remain in the protected regions of the fields, and the surfaces 
are moderately smooth. This die pair is distinctive for a long die 
scratch on Liberty’s neck and a checklike die gouge below the 
mintmark on the reverse.

1882-CC Double Eagle, Orange-Gold AU58 



3428 1882-CC AU58 NGC. Variety 1-B. The second C in the CC 
mintmark is slightly higher than the first, and a die crack encircles 
all of the letter tops on the reverse periphery. Rich luster emanates 
from this orange-gold near-Mint example, showing scattered ticks 
and marks among good eye appeal. A couple of copper-colored 
alloy spots appear on the reverse. The 1882-CC twenties saw a 
production of only 39,140 pieces.

Exceptional Quality 



3429 1883-S MS63 NGC. CAC. Small Squat S. A mix of green and 
rose-gold hues color surfaces that showcase a rich overlay of frosty 
luster, giving this Select double eagle the wonderful eye appeal 
for which CAC has awarded a green sticker.

However, many numismatists 
believe a small number of proof specimens were produced and have 
been offered publicly over the years, and NGC certifies coins from 
one specific die-collar combination as proof strikings. These coins 
are all high-quality, sharply detailed examples that were struck from 
the earliest state of the obverse and reverse dies. The most easily 
recognized feature of these proofs is the edge lettering, as they were 
struck from the same collar used to strike the rare Ultra High Relief 
patterns.

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auctions, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctioneers & Galleries, Inc., 
or Heritage Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports 
Auctions, Inc., or Currency Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing 
information on the title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The 
Auction is conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local 
law. Announcements and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and 
Conditions of Auctions appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. All bids are subject to a Buyers Premium which is in addition to the placed successful bid:

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.
